matcd, and better thoughts, weane our Cogitati- 
#nsfrom Sacred proiett ro matters of Secn/ar em- 
ploymentr, ſteale from vs the exerciſe of ſpiritu- 
all duties, and ſo damp and dead all the faculties. 
of the Inward man, that in way of Conſcience or 
Religion, wearc benum'd mecrely ; Nabai him- 
ſelfe not ſo fleny and chnrlifh , not halfe ſo ſ»pine 
and ſtupified as we. And therefore, your carthly . 
Senſnaliſts hauc this wofull brand ſet vpon them 
by the Sprrit of God, They are men of this world, 
they haze their portionin this life onely, Pal. 17. 14.. 
Riches have nothing ſubſtantiall in ehem .rthar 
may al'ure vs, but our cuſtome of admiring them, 
Non quis concupiſcenda ſunt, lauaantur ; [ed quia 
concupiſcuntur, leudata ſunt, T hey arenot praiſed, 
becanſe they areto be deſired, bur they are deſi- 
red becauſe they are prayſed. To cur out our de-

That this man bugg's his Mammoen, is no authbori- 
ty for my Auarice ; I muſt chalke out my procec- 
dings by the line of precept, ſquare them by the 
rules of Divine truth ; and thar tel's mee Riches 
are but /neres, thorns, vamties, ſhadowes, nothing, 
Wilt thou [ct thine eyes vpon that which « not ? 
faith the Wiſe mas; For certainly , Riches make

T he Epicuretels vs, 1f we lixe according to Natwre 
we ſhall neuer be poore ; if, according 18 opinion,neuey 
rich, Our naturall deſires haue their lifts , and 
Bounds; Thoſc that are deriued from falſe opini- 
on, have no palc; to him that goeth in a right 
way there isan end; Error is infinite. As th.cre- 
fore there are diuers ſorts of Riches, fo there are 
of Deſires, too; thereare Riches narwrall, and there 
afe Riches Artificial ; there are Deſires of Nature, 
and there are Deſzres of Chaice. Natural Riches, 
ſuch asare ſurrogated to man for the ſupply of 
naturall defeRts ; as «ate, drinke, clothing ; Av. 
tificiell; by which Natwre is notimmediacely re- 
licued, but by way of conſequence, as Coyne, Plate,

There was neucr Mammont/t, whoſe "1 
Exceſſeot Treaſure, or Extent of Fortune, could 
Iimit his Concuprſcevce ; bur it might well rivall 
the Ambition of thoſe Proad Kings ot old, who not 
ſatisfied with the G/ory of their owne Crownes, 
and having nothing more on earth to bee delired, 
would counterfaite the L:gh1n-»g and Thunder, 
to haue themſelues thought powerfull in Heanen 
alſo, make him Lordot the whole Earth; giue 

him her Mynes of Gold, Coaſts of 1aſþer , Rocks 
of Diamonas, nay, ail the Treaſure the wombe of bs 
che Earth,or bow els ofthe great Dcepe haue {wal - 
lowed; yet, cuen in thele flouds, hee thirſerh, in 
this ſurfer, he is hungry, in theſe Richvs, POGPRER 
the Inrxhauſtedneſſe of Humane Appetite. 2uod 
nature ſattieſt, Homini noneſt. Nature w not 5 
inhervaſt ftore-houſe wherewith to ſupply our 
bottomlefle Deſires ; thoſe Deſires, I meane, 
which atrend our Choice ; For as they depend on 
the Imapinations of men ( which are ferrile_, 
and cucr blooming) as th:s Power repreſent's the 
formes and Images of intinite O&zects, ſoour de- 
fires multiply firangely to purſue all thoſe things 
the Imagination hath propoundedzinſomuch,that 
we proſecute them (oftentimes) without Rule, or 
Meaſure, and thereis ſooner anendot vs, then of 
our Conctouſnes.1l know there are Deſires Innocent 

cnough, if they had their Bounds; But their Ex- 
ceſſe, and Reſtleſneſſe, doth blemiſh their purſvire ; 
the Chry(slite, the Ber 1h, andthe Saphire, and all 


the ſparkling , and (helly Maic/tie, of Prarie, and 
$19u?, 
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Stone, are the Obiedts of a harmeleſſe delight, if 


we could vie them moderately ; But, we (uffer our 
ſclucs to be tranſported with ſuch violent AﬀeRi-. 
ons, and we feeke them with ſuch enraged heate, 
hat "cis rather 2/4dpeſſe, then Deſire; Nay, of all 
humanc Aſpirations thereare none ſo /awle/ſe , and 
E xorbitant, as thole which wander after Riches ; 
For whereas the Reſt aime only at the /oy and 
Content which may arriue them by the poſicflion 
of their 0bieds,and ſo,l/ull, and ſumber, (like two 
loude and ſteepe Carrents , which mecting in a 
Flat kiſfe, & arefilent.) Thole of Riche:ggrow more 
violent, by Abundance, like rhe flame of a great 
fire, whichincreaſerh by caſting wood into it. There 
can be no true Riches, without Content ;and there 
can be no true content where thereis ſtill a Deſire 
of riches; will you haue the Reaſon? the Mora» 
{1/7 give'sir , but not home, Plas incipit hateres 
poſſe, qui plus habet, Hee that hath much, begin's 
to hauc a poſhbilitic, to hane more; and thus, as 
our Heapesarc inlarged, ſo are our Afe7ions, and 
They once Inordinate, the Heart is inſtantly rent 
alunder with the whirle-winds and diſtempers of 
various /ufts ; ſometimes, it hunt's for Treaſure, 
ſometimes for Hewours-and Preferment , and ha- 
uipg gotten the poſleflion of rheſe , fill fight's a- 
gainſt her owne Satisfaion by deliring more; [n- 
ſomuch, thar if we could empty the Weſterne Parts 
of Gold, andthe Faff of all her Spices; the Land 
of her vndig'd,nnd the Seaof ber ſhipwrack's Rorc; 
if wecould lay on our Maſſe to the very Starres;

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yet Deſire u as woman, and the Crane , as Death 
and Hell , which will not bee ſatisfied. Such 
are the reftleſle wandrings of our AfﬀcRions, 
ſer once on Temporalls ,. that They finde nei- 
ther Banke , nor Bottome; there is no reſt to 
man's Soule, bur in God's Erernall Reſt ; for 
there being no proportion betweene Spirits , and 
Bodies; is impothble that the infinite deſires of 
the Soule ſhould be confin'd to Creatures heere be- 
low, as Things too Langniſhing, and Tranſitorie_, 
tor ſuch Diuine Subſtances to reſide in, with full 
ſatisfation, or finall Reſt : The heart of man,not 
fixt inthecontemplation of Erermitie , is alwayes 
erraticke, and v»n/table, Et omni volubilitate vo- 
lubilites (faith CHuguftine) more veluble then vo- 
Jubilitie it ſelfe ; It trauel's from one 047e7 to ano- 7 
ther, ſeeking reſt where there is none but in thoſe 
fraile and fleeting Temporals, in which, our Af: 
feRtions are (as 'twere) ſhackled, and let bound, lr 
{hall neuer find any Laſting and true Content ; For 
our Sole is of that vaſt comprehenlitvenelſe, and | 
our Deſire of that wilde Latmtudr,and Extent, that ' 
no Finite Exce/{encie or Created Comfort, caneuer 
fill it, bur itis ſtill rortur'd on the Racke of re#leſſe 
Diſcontent, and Selfe-vexation, vntill it faſten vp- 
on an Obze, infinite, both in Endleſneſſe,and Per- 
fection; only admit itto the Face of God by Bea- 
zificall Viſion , and fo conſequently to thoſe Ri.

bring thee more profit then gold; Treaſures of the 
moſt hich ? Whatare Theſe? How laid vp? and 
where? The Commandement of. the moſt High 
tell's thee, Zay vp for your ſelues Treaſures in hea- * 
421, Bags which waxe not old, the good foundation a- 
4inſt the time tocome, the hold of eternal life , the 
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Enerlafline Memoriall before God ;, that Treaſure 
which the Angel lhewed Cornelizs in the Viit- 
| on; cuen thine 4/mes, and thy Prayers; not thy 
large-lung'd Prayers, without LA lmes, luchasthe 
| old Phariſcebleated in his Synagogre, or the New 
| one, in his Connenticle; but thine Ames, and thy 
Prayers, hand in hand, with one cheeretulneſle, 
and Truth; thy hearty Zeale towards God, and thy 
Willing Charity towards May, and both theſc, in 
ſecrer, and without noiſe. Such, and only ſuch,are 
Golden Vialls full of Odours, ſweet Incenſe in the 
Ioitriis ofthe Almighty; They (hall yeeld a plea- 
ſant ſmell, as the Bei5# Iyrrhe,as Galbanum, and 
Onyx aud ſweet Storax, awd as the fume of Frankin- 
cenſein the Tabernacle, Heere are Treaſures which 
neuer faile, where no orb corrupterh, nor Thiefe 
approchcthzthelſe (hall fight tor thee againſt thine 
Enemies, better then a m12hty ſhield, or a ſtrong 
ſpeare. It thou breake the Szaffe of thy Breag yn- 
to the hungry, and afiited , God ſhall make fas 
thy Bones, and ſattsfie thy Soule 18 Drought; Thow 
ſhalt belike awatred Garden , and like « ſpring whoſe 
fireames faile not , Treaſures thou (halt lay vp «s 
Du#, andGoldof Ophir, as the flones of the Brooke ; 
T by Paſiares ſhall becleth'dwithflockes, the Valleys 
alſo ſhall fland ſo thickewith Corne , that they ſhall 
[auzh, and (ine; In fine; The ſhalt take root 11 an 
honourable place, eueninthe portion of the Lord's
